He said in a radio interview he 
expects the Democratic leader- 
ship to “try and get as much legis- 
lation through this Congress on 
the basis of the Democratic plat- 
form as we can hold our ranks 
together on.” 

He said he thinks such issues 
as increasing the minimum wage, 
housing, aid to education and 
foreign policy will be _ given 
priority over civil rights, which 
he said includes those issues. 

He said he believes that civil 
rights included “good education,” 
“healthy bodies and minds,” “se- 
curity for our old age,” and added 
that legislation regarding poll 
taxes and lynching “do not apply 
entirely to the South.”

™he break-down answers one 
question that Legislators have 
asked: How much of the money 
will go to schoolteachers” The 
answer: $20,893,100. 

The $63,619,092 covers only 
state funds to counties—it does not 
include more money for State De- 
partment of Education expenses, 
the University System, or Teacher 
Retirement. The cver-all total is 
about $80,000,000—an increase of 


$30,000,000. 

A preview of the distribution 
formula shows that, roughly speak- 
ing, except for Atlanta, city schoo] 
systems and large county systems 
would double their funds from the 
state. Smaller county systems 
would get about a 70 percent in 
crease. 

The formula does not lean as 
much toward rural areas as some 
had expected. This is taken care 
of, however, in a provision allow- 
ing the State Department to alter 
the formula if it creates a hard- 
ship in any county.

WASHING TON—(/)—The Agri- 
culture Department said the retail | 
price of bread has failed to re- 
spond to a rapid fall in the price 
of wheat. 

It said the price of wheat 
dropped about 30 percent between 
January and October, 1948. Pres- 
ent prices are not much different 
from those of October. 

The retail price of flour dropped 
15 percent in this same period, the 
Department added. 

But the retail price of bread, it 
said, rose 0.7 percent. 

These price developments, the 
agency said, differ from the gen- 
eral rule. Over a period of years, 
the price farmers get for their 
wheat has tended to move in the 
Same direction as the retail prices 
of flour and bread.

All this is the result of 
Mr. Livingston’s desire to stage 
one of the nation’s top bird-dog 
attractions. 

Of course, Mr. Livingston, who 
is president of the Continental, 
has the help of several capable 
officers, but in the end most of 
the visitors are aware that he is 
the guiding light of the trials.

| Finance Minister Maurice Petsche 
officially launched the nation’s 
‘campaign for 100,000,000,000 
francs (roughly $314,000,000) with 
}a nationwide radio address call- 
ing upon Frenchmen to subscribe 
‘as their contribution to the coun 
try’s rehabilitation. 

The Ministry hopes to raise this 
‘sum by the sale of retonstruction 
bonds in denominations of 10,000 
and 100,000 francs, paying five 
percent interest. The income is 
to be exempt from all present and 
future taxes. The Government 
pledges itself not to call in the 
issues for at least 10 years, thus 
guaranteeing an income for such 
a period, 

| The 100 billion francs represents 
‘the sum for reconstruction proj- 
‘ects left uncovered by the 1949 
budget, which is otherwise in 
balance. The total for recon- 
struction was placed at 620,000, 
000,000 francs (roughly $1,950,- 
000,000).

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Lessons From China Are Painful, Plain 


Ancient Peiping has. surrendered to 
Communist armies. 

Nanking is expected to fall soon. 

This tragic decline and disintegration 
of the Chinese Nationalist Government 
provides a lesson for us and all our plan- 
ning for aid to Europe. The critics are 
wrong when they say we have not helped 
China. There is no way to measure what 
might have happened in mathematical 
formula, but almost every observer we 
have had believes that if China had helped 
herself, the amount of aid given her 
should have been enough to bring her a 
decisive victory. For the past 10 years 
Nationalist armies have been trained, 
equipped and advised by German, Rus- 
sian, British and American groups. During 
the war we trained many troops and 
found them excellent soldiers when prop- 
erly fed, trained and equipped. We also 
put into the air a number of cadres of 
thoroughly trained pilots and we 
lately supplied these with fighters, trans- 
ports and ground equipment. China has 
been assisted in the building up of a 
small, but efficient navy with vessels up 
to cruiser size. In this the United States 
and Great Britain have assisted. 

Since the end of the Japanese war the 
United States has put into China about 
$1,500,000,000 in industrial projects, cur- 
rency stabilization efforts and in various 
economic aids. 

Against this the Communist armies 
have had little to offer except man power. 
Their air force is almost extinct. They 
have gone along with Russian trained 
advisers but they have had little actual 
help save that which the Russians first 
gave—the great store of surrendered 
equipment and supplies which the Japa- 
nese left in Manchuria. : 

The plain truth of it is that the Chinese 
Government has not been willing to help 
itself. Land reforms were ignored. The 
farmers ceased to care. The currency fail- 
ures wiper out the middle class. Chiang 
Kai-shek was never willing to recognize

ability or give authority. He went over the 
heads of his own generals. The time came 
when the Chinese people didn’t care who 
ruled them. They wanted peace and to 
be let alone. 

In late 1945 the United States had two 
skilled military men in China on “mis- 
sions.” These men, Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall and Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, 
earnestly opposed the Chiang plan to ex- 
tend his troops into Manchuria. He went 
ahead with his plan. Since that decision 
his armies steadily have disintegrated. 

Chiang was advised to change his tac- 
tics of defense. These tactics were to hold 
cities and to wait. Opposed to this was the 
Communist strategy of finding Nationalist 
soldiers and destroying them. Thus, the 
Nationalist soldiers, stationary in cities, 
were sitting ducks. The Communists sim- 
ply moved in, surrounded the cities and 
starved them out. Nanking Airfield was 
jammed all the time with American aid 
planes. Yet they were never effectively 
used. Our observers believe that the Com- 
munists have captured a good two-thirds 
of what equipment we sent the armies. It 
is now estimated the effectives of the Na- 
tionalist armies is down to about 200,000 
men. It once was 1,000,000. The Commu- 
nists now have about 1,000,000 effectives. 

Now Chiang at last has been forced 
out. Peiping is fallen. Establishment of a 
line along the Yangste and formation of 
a South China is the best hope. Next best 
hope is the vastness of China itself. 

The lesson we learn is not to give aid 
to groups which will not shoulder the job 
to be done with the aid—as Chiang did 
not. There is much criticism of our assist- 
ing Western Germany. But the truth is 
that the reason Western Germany is mak- 
ing a come-back is that it is shouldering 
the responsibility and using what help 
it gets. 

Loss of Northern China is a catas- 
trophe, the magnitude of which only the 


future can measure. We know it to be = 


great. The lesson is painful but clear.

Back From 
The Capital 


I went to Washington and the inaugural di- 


rectly from a vacation at Stuart, Fla. There with 
my family I had followed a routine of beach, 
sun, afternoon naps and 9 o'clock bedtime. 

I went into Washington suntanned and strong. I came out in a 
very feeble condition indeed. Washington debilitates me. I hurry. 
I try to see too many people. I sit up and talk until all hours and 
rise early. There is an excitement to Washington. It is the hub of 
the world, And to one who is excited by politics and world affairs, 
as I am, a visit there is exhausting. So, I came away in: need of 
another vacation. 

The mood of the capital was different from any I recall. Dur- 
ing the depression years and the following war years, everything 
centered about Franklin D. Roosevelt. The moods were his moods. 
This year there seemed to be a bouyancy and an optimism, born 
perhaps of the confidence instilled by the Truman victory with its 
accompanying majority in the Congress, and easing of war fears. 


Everything hinges, of course, on the Congress. Roose- 
Congress velt was able to go over the heads of Congress with 
great and persuasive oratory and win many victories. Yet he was 
never master of the Congress. No President is at any point able, 
by his own will, to direct Congress. He can argue, recommend, 
cajole, persuade, but he is always outside the Congress and, if it 
chooses, he is subject to a will he is helpless to divert. 

The fact his party has a majority does not at all mean the can 
exact, or demand as his right, their good will and support. He 
must win it. 

The same is true with regard to policy. He can initiate it—as 
President Truman did in his State of the Union message to Con- 
gress and as he did in his recent inaugural speech. But he cannot 
control it. 

So, Rresident Truman’s future lies in his ability to win enough’ 
support from Congress to put through the policy he has initiated. 
Checks All this illustrates the system of checks and balances 

the founding fathers wrote into the Constitution, Until 
that system—which is the core of our Constitution—is changed by 
the will of the people, we will never have a “strong” or “central” 
government. 

Whenever a strong President has been in office, business and 
conservatives have always left expressions of fear for the historian 
to find. Henry Clay, when Jackson was in office, wrote: 

“We are in the midst of a revolution, hitherto bloodless, but 
rapidly leading toward a total change of the pure representative 
character of the government and to the concentration of all power 
in the hands of one man. The powers of Congress are paralyzed 
except when exerted in conformity with his will.” 

Clay’s idea was baseless. Yet every time we have a strong 
President we have men, not less able than Clay, expressing the 
same baseless fears and crying the same jeremiads. 


Fears A part of this fear of positive Presidents grows out of 

the background that elected them. In every instance 
that we have had a positive man as President that background has 
been one of revolt against a conservative status quo 

Thus, Jefferson was put into power by the West revolting 
against the political conservatisms of Eastern property interests in 
control of the Federalists. Jackson won with the West and the 
emerging working class with specialized interests developed by 
the beginnings of industry in cities. Cleveland won because of the 
revolt against the mounting corruption of the Republican Party 
in power since the Civil War. Teddy Roosevelt also was elected 
in protest against corruption in government and the power of the 
“trusts.”” Woodrow Wilson won with the growing power of Wall 
Street, or the financial East, as the chief enemy seen by the people. 
Franklin Roosevelt’s victory was one of violent protest. Harry S. 
Truman’s astounding triumph came because, farmers, labor and 
most of the white collar class were in a mood of protest or fear- 


ful of what the Republicans might impose. 

Record All these victories—without exception—have frightened 
the conservatives and brought forth loud lamentations 

and predictions of dire failure of our government. 

But the record also is clear. 

All these Presidents, elected because of some grave fears on 
the part of the people, or by some revolt by the voters, have had 
to be spectacularly. successful to retain the dominant will of the 
people and dominant influence over Congress. 

It must be recalled that while Mr. Roosevelt was in office until 
his death in 1945 he lost most of his power in Congress as early 
as 1936-37. 

The President always is limited by the will of Congress. 

What that will is grips the imagination of us all.

Davis--the Greatest War Reporter 


Richard Harding Davis was probably the most dashing war cor- 
respondent of all time, and Hollywood could well take him as a 
model and very likely has. Charles Dana Gibson, the great artist 
at the turn of the century, drew Davis as the typical well-dressed 
New Yorker, but even if these figures of a past era are dim and 
shadowy shapes, this story might interest you anyway. 

On August 2, 1914, Mr. Davis sailed on the Lusitania to write 
about World War I and, since he died suddenly of a heart attack 
in 1916, he never knew the final score. Arriving in London, he 
tried to arrange with the British to be accredited to the English 
Army, but Lord Kitchener and his staff were stuffy about the 
whole business so, despising red tape, Davis decided to set out on 


his own. The night before his departure he stopped in the London | 


Bureau of the New York Tribune, in a full dress suit, and one of 
the staff remarked sarcastically: 
“Don’t you know there is a war on?” 


Germans Davis did, all right, for the next day he was in Bel- 

gium and wrote from Brussels that great story which 
has been called by competent critics the best of the war, of “the 
gray, green, ghost German Army” marching through the city. You 
felt its size, for he told of hearing the hobnails pounding the 
cobblestones, falling asleep for hours and waking always to the 
rhythm of marching soldiers. 

He joined the Army without an invitation and followed it for 
two days before he was found and hauled before some stern Ger- 
man officers as a spy, because he was wearing the correspondent’s 
uniform he had in the Boer War which resembled that of an English 
officer. But for a German major who had lived in the United 
States and heard of him, Davis would have been shot, but the 
major interceded and saved his life. He was sent back to Brus- 
sels and later joined the French. 

Above everything else, Davis admired courage and he, himself, 
had plenty of what Damon Runyon used to call “the old Moxie.” 
He was in Salonika during the Gallipolli campaign with three or 
four other correspondents, including John McCutcheon and Bill 
Shepherd, who was then a freshman. It was cold and wet and

Estimates are that it will 


run from $40,000,000,000 to $67,500,000,000. Any such sum as that added to the present national debt 


of $252,000,000,000 would be a tremendous load to carry. 


But the bonus advocates are seemingly un- 
awed by such figures. The drum-beating is be- 
ing steadily stepped up. While it is unlikely that 
anything will be done in the immediate future 
the pressure will be turned on in full force within 
a few years, probably in some congressional elec- 
tion year when candidates for office are more 
prone to commit themselves to heavy Government 


expenditures. 


Veterans of the First World War, when 
the bonus was finally paid, received adjusted 
compensation at the rate of $1 a day for home 
service and $1.25 for overseas duty. That is 
puny in comparison to what is now being 
asked. Under a bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Rankin, of Mississippi, at the re- 
quest of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, bonus 
payments would be made at the rate of $3 a 
day for service in the United States and $4 

. g@ day for foreign. Other bills would boost 
the rate to $4 and $5, respectively. 

The Rankin bill provides that the bonus to 
World War II veterans be paid in the form of 
bonds maturing in 10 years, which would not be 
assignable or transferable and not subject to levy 
or seizure under any legal action. But that mere- 
ly follows the same approach used in obtaining 
the World War I bonus. Similar restrictions 
were applied then, but Congress, under pressure 
from the veterans groups, rescinded these and 
ultimately ordered the payments made in a lump 
sum. 

Three Presidents— Coolidge, Hoover and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt—sought to halt the bonus 
tide but were unsuccessful. Congress finally 
passed. the legislation over presidential vetoes. 
The first bonus legislation took the form of 20- 
year endowment certificates, passed over Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s veto four years after the First 


World War. Later a bill was passed over Presi- 
dent Hoover’s veto to increase the loan value of 
the certificates to 50 percent of their face value. 
The final chapter was written when Congress 
overrode a veto by President Roosevelt of a bill 
to liquidate the bonus completely. 

When the late war started an effort was made 
to get away from a bonus by providing more 
liberal compensation for our service men. They 
received a considerable boost in pay. Upon being 
mustered out they received additional pay, and 
still later they were given “terminal leave” pay. 
The rates were good enough for many to save up 
tidy sums for the period of their war service. 

Over and above all of this, Congress 
further passed the so-called GI Bill of Rights, 
providing Government funds to help veterans 
get a college education, and many other ad- 
vantages such as loans for starting them in 
business. These things were done with the 
idea of laying the ghost of any future bonus. 
But there was never any reason to suppose 
it will work out this way. The professional 
agitators may be relied upon to press their 
demands just the same. 

We may expect the same pressure as of old 
to be exerted on Congress for the passage of a 
bonus bill. The professionals will not be con- 
cerned about the size of the national debt, 
whether or not we can stand the huge outlay pro- 
posed. Nor are they bothered about the many 
things that have been done for the veterans al- 
ready. Our main hope against another Treasury 
raid of the kind being successful is for other 
elements of the American people to take a firm 
stand and make their voices heard in Congress. 
If they do not, the clamor may be expected to 
increase in tempo before the next congressional 
election in 1950 or 1952.

WASHINGTON—I have been looking over the 1949 models and I can report that I am amazed, 
if not always delighted. The motor-car maker who has glued canvas on the all-steel top of his 


sedan to make it look like a convertible, I don’t even understand. 
Nor can I fathom the thinking processes of the engineers who seem to regard automobile tires 


as indecent, if not obscene. 
not wear iron pants. 

One manufacturer so thoroughly disagrees 
that he’s put metallic sheathing around his front 
wheels, too. He had to narrow the tread, so 
that his car also could be steered, but he man- 
aged to hide his tires almost completely. Even 
so, and for reasons that are beyond me, he still 
offers white side walls at additional cost. But 
enough of this carping. | 

Another big-time maker has decided that his 
front seats don’t have to be wide enough to hold 
16 acrobats and a collie dog. His new cars are 
narrower than they were last year and not quite 
so long. Buy one of his sedans and you probably 
won't have to build a lean-to on your garage. 

He also has produced fenders that are neat, 
but not gaudy and, which he advertises, make it 
possible for the average motorist actually to 
change a tire. This marks an entirely new 
mental approach in the automobile industry; 
never before, so far as I know, has any motor 
company admitted publicly that the tires on its 
cars ever went flat. 


All the engineers in Detroit deserve con- 
gratulations, I think, for their discovery that 
mere people drive automobiles and some- 
times drive ‘em into telegraph posts. So it 
is that every 1949 model actually has fenders 
that can be unbolted when smashed. Last 
year and the year before, you may remem- 
ber, the fellow who nicked a mudguard fre- 
quently had to have the whole side of his 


car refinished.

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He's Still Skeptical About Mr. Truman 


WASHINGTON—Not hostility to a man or a political party, but self-interest and a love of coun- 
try, compel a citizen who has seen and heard President Truman since he first came to the Senate to 
compare his performances, long past and recent, with his professions and his frequent pious intima- 
tions. To those who raise their hands against the healthy skepticism of a man whose motto in life 
is “Show me,” my answer is Al Smith’s test—look at the record. 


For a long time—in fact, until the day he 
hurriedly took the oath on the death of Roose- 
velt and exclaimed to the reporters, “Pray for 
me, boys, and I mean it”’—I was indifferent to 
Mr. Truman. He was a Senator with a very 
bad background. If he was not an accomplice 
of an old rogue who got much of his income in 
the brass checks of the prostitutes in the Kansas 
City brothels, then he certainly must have had 
an adjustable conscience, because he knew all 
there was to know about vice and crime in Kan- 
sas City, including booze and narcotics, all con- 
trolled and taxed by the underworld satraps 
of his boss and patron, Tom Pendergast. 


Yet, when he asked the reporters for their 
prayers, I thought, here was a homespun fel- 
low after all, remembering in trouble the lit- 
tle petitions that his mother had taught him 
and returning to them like a scared child. I 
was sorry for him, not sore at him, for let- 
ting the Russians dea! him our share of Ber- 
lin, without access to the property. An 
American farmer would have known better, 
but after all, this wasn’t a deal for a wood- 
lot or pasture. It was an agreement between 
two great powers on occupancy of the capital 
of an obliterated empire and an almost ex- 
tinct race. So it wasn’t fair to apply liter- 
ally the simile of the farmer and the south 
forty. Truman was a pathetic rube dealing 
with a notorious conman. He just wasn’t 
man enough at the time, although he really 
had no excuse for his gullibility. 


In 1948, during the Winter, he exclaimed 
again some homely remark about God Al- 
mighty and I noticed that when he said such 
things in that simple, apparently sincere way, 
I found myself coming back to him. 

A few weeks ago in Washington he said 
these things still once again, longing for our 
confidence, co-operation and prayers in a job 
which he was afraid might be too big for him. 
This talk was off the record and the next day 
in conversation with Tom Clark, his attorney- 
general, and with Charlie Ross, his secretary, 
I urged them to get him to say it on some promi- 
nent occasion, for publication. 

But finally, when he did say it out loud, in 
his inaugural address in the Hollywood Grecian 
mausoleum on the back stoop of the Capitol, 
I found myself saying to myself as I played fancy 
licks, cross-handed and every old way, on my 
typewriter in the cold, “That guy is kidding the 
public. He is a phony like Roosevelt with his 
"You know and I know’ and ‘Your Government,’ 
and “Your President.’ This ‘Help me’ and ‘Pray 
for me’ bushwah is an act.” 

I recognize the type now. You see them out 
West. Thin-lipped, a hater, a bad man in any 
fight. Malicious and unforgiving and not above 
offering you his hand to yank you off balance 
and work you over with a chair leg, pool cue 
or something out of his pocket. I should have 
tumbled when he persecuted Maurice Milligan, 


the Federal attorney, for sending Pendergast to 
prison; when he stalked and hounded a good 
citizen for doing his sworn duty. 

One of his close friends was discussing Tru- 
man’s nasty treatment of Gov. J. Strom Thur- 
mond, of South Carolina, and Mrs. Thurmond, 
who came to the big parade to honor him far 
beyond his deserving, as he showed to his shame 
when he set his cold eyes on these two, skinned 
his lips back off his teeth in the hateful snarl 
of the feudist, and refused to acknowledge Mr. 
Thurmond’s salute and Mrs. Thurmond’s smil- 
ing bow. His friend said he was a fighter. 
He said they fought that way in Missouri. But 
that would have been dirty, anywhere, from 
anybody. They don’t fight that way in Mis- 
souri, not the decent kind. Truman knows that 
when a lady bows his hat comes off if he has 
any manners at all, and, as President of the 
United States, he had all the more obligation 
to refrain from using the awful power of office 
to hurt good citizens who relied on traditions of 
courtesy which he just couldn’t abide.

Perhaps he 
hasn’t the moral wisdom to understand that 
the statements that he made about the Taft- 
Hartley Law were actually lies, even though 
he knew they were false. Maybe he prob- 
ably discriminates between common lies and 
false statements in a campaign. 


Yet, in his inaugural speech he cried for re- 
lief from “lies and propaganda” and for an era 
of “truth and sincerity.” 

Bricklayers in his unions laying fewer than 
400 a day against an easy normal rate of at 
least 1,000; auto workers on the assemblies stall- 
ing in compulsory slow-downs; mock-work and 
make-work jobs adding billions to the cost of 
everything in 50-cent dollars; thousands of tax- 
paid Government employees loafing two days 
free, as Truman’s personal gift of largess in 
honor of his own coronation. 

And he said: “Greater production is the key 
to prosperity and peace. And the key to greater 
production is wider application of scientific and 
technical knowledge.” 

And there in his big parade marched Jimmy 
Petrillo, of the Musicians’ Union, squandering 
thousands of dollars of his subjects’ money on 
floats and other royal extravagance — Petrillo, 
who suppressed the use of tone with moving- 
pictures and phonograph and radio music until 
the public paid millions in taxes not to musi- 
sians thrown out of work, but to Petrillo himself 
to spend as he pleases on elections, floats, cir- 
cuses and personal luxury. 

No, too bad, but that is the kind of fellow 
Truman is and all the editorials ever to be writ-
